Racist graffiti 
'absolutely 
shocking,’ 
police say 

The Edmonton Police 
Service hate-crimes unit is 
investigating an incident 
of vandalism in south 
Edmonton. 

In a photo that surfaced 
Tuesday night on social 
media, a racial slur and 
swastikas were spray-paint¬ 
ed in black on the driveway, 
garage, front door and step 
of a home. 

EPS said a passing motor¬ 
ist called to report the graf¬ 
fiti, in the area of IB Avenue 
and 51 Street SW, just before 
1 p.m. last Sunday. 

“We believe this isn’t a 
random incident but this 
is an isolated event,” Insp. 

Ed Mclsaac of the Organ¬ 
ized Crime Branch said in 
a release. “Although one 
residence was vandalized, 
the community as a whole 
is negatively affected by this 
crime.” 

Chief Rod Knecht 
weighed in on Wednesday 
morning. 

“I know they’re inves¬ 
tigating it right now,” he 
said. “And, of course, it’s 
absolutely shocking, it’s 
unacceptable.” 

Knecht said there were 
112 cases filed with the unit 
in 2012. 

“They’re busy,” he said. 
“They have lots of work to 
do. Obviously this is some¬ 
thing that garners a little 
more attention.”

Mom who drowned sons 
should stay here: Province 


Crown appeal pending. 

But ex-husband says 
woman plans to return 
to native Australia 


Alberta justice officials say they 
are pressing the federal gov¬ 
ernment to prevent a woman 
who drowned her two young 
sons from travelling back to 
her native Australia. 

Allyson McConnell is sched¬ 
uled for early release on Thurs¬ 
day after serving two-thirds of 
a 15-month jail term for man¬ 
slaughter. 

The depressed and suicidal 


woman killed her children in 
the town of Millet, south of 
Edmonton, in 2010. She later 
drove to the city, jumped off a 
busy overpass and was rushed 
to hospital. 

The court heard she and 
her husband were in the mid¬ 
dle of a bitter divorce and she 
wanted to take her children 
with her to Australia. 

Her former husband, Curtis 
McConnell, released a state¬ 
ment to Global News saying 
he believes his ex-wife is set to 
fly home to Australia later this 
week. He has struggled to find 
out more. 

“I am not sure if Allyson 
is free once she lands in Aus¬ 


tralia,” he wrote. “Being only 
34 years old, will she start a 
new family and have another 
child in her care?” 

A judge ordered that Mc¬ 
Connell was to serve her sen¬ 
tence at an Edmonton psychi¬ 
atric hospital and it’s not 
known if doctors there have 
approved her release. 

Josh Stewart, a spokes¬ 
man with Alberta Justice, said 
he also doesn’t know if Mc¬ 
Connell is set to fly out of the 
country. But he says officials 
want to keep her here pending 
the outcome of an appeal by 
the Crown.

Mayor Stephen Mandel is 
standing by his defence of 
the city’s post-secondary in¬ 
stitutions in light of blunt 
dismissals from Alberta’s 
minister of advanced educa¬ 
tion. 

Mandel took aim at the 
provincial government’s cuts 
to post-secondary institu¬ 
tions in his state of the city 
address on Tuesday. 

Minister Thomas Lulcas- 
zulc in turn said the mayor 
was uninformed about the 
issues and more upset about 
the province’s decision not 
to fund the downtown arena. 

Mandel dismissed Lulcas- 
zuk’s comments Wednesday 
and said he won’t stop speak¬ 
ing out for the city. 

“I have every right to de¬ 
fend the concerns and inter¬ 
ests of the City of Edmon¬ 
ton and should not receive 
threats from anybody else 
when I am doing that,” he 
said 

Lulcaszulc said Mandel is a 
friend and he was surprised 
he hadn’t brought up his 
concerns about post-second¬ 



ary institutions before. 

“Mayor Mandel is not only 
a colleague in Edmonton pol¬ 
itics, but he is also a friend 
of mine, a personal friend of 
mine,” he said. “We talk to 
each other very, very often 
and he has never, ever raised 
any of these issues relative to 
post-secondary education.” 


Mandel said he purposely 
raised his concerns in public, 
because raising issues in pri¬ 
vate has not worked in the 
past. He said the city tried to 
emphasize the importance of 
Capital Health to Edmonton 
before it was consolidated 
into Alberta Health Service, 
but it wasn’t heard.

City councillors ap¬ 
proved a portion of the 
funding sought by the 
iHuman Youth Society 
for a new facility. 

IHuman came to 
council to have the $1.75 
million the city had 
pledged to its $8-million 
new centre released. 

The city usually only 
releases its cash when 
all project funding is 
secured. 

The society wanted 
the money earlier to 
pay a mortgage on land 
where the new facility 
will go and avoid an 
interest payment. 

On Wednesday coun¬ 
cillors were unwilling 
to go that far, but they 
passed a motion to allow 
the funds to be released 
earlier if the city is con¬ 
fident the building will 
be completed. 

The society’s execu¬ 
tive director thanked 
council for meeting 
them halfway. 

“We recognize there 
is some risk to them 
to give us the money 
without having other 
orders of government 
commit,” said Catherine 
Broomfield. 

She said they would 
now work on their Plan 
B to pay the mortgage 
before the coming 
$50,000 interest pay¬ 
ment.

the priorities after a debate 
sprung up on late-night ser¬ 
vice earlier this year. 

Administration put late- 
night service at the bottom of 
the list, with relieving pres¬ 
sure on overcrowded buses, 
service to new neighbour¬ 
hoods and more direct service 
ahead on the wish list. 

The city could have ad¬ 
dressed some of those chal¬ 
lenges with more operating 


funding, but it will need more 
buses to make a serious dent. 

“There is a limited amount 
of service improvements that 
we can make with the fleet 
we have right now,” said Ken 
Koropeslci, with Edmonton 
Transit. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
so many people have con¬ 
tinued to pick transit that the 
city is having trouble keeping 
up with the demand. 

“We have a serious chal¬ 
lenge, and that challenge is 
imposed by the phenomenal 
growth we have seen in the 
ridership in the past few 
years,” Sohi said. 

Councillors have asked ad¬ 
ministration to prepare a re¬ 
port on bus purchases, which 
will be considered this fall.

Manitoba town says 
sorry.

A Manitoba town council has 
issued an open letter con¬ 
demning recent homophobic 
slurs toward a local restau¬ 
rant. 

It’s “very disappointing” 
that the slurs against the res¬ 
taurant, Pots N Hands, have 
“become an issue in our town,” 
said the council in the Town of 
Morris, about 70 kilometres 
south of Winnipeg. 

The owners of Pots N 
Hands, Dave Claringbould and 
his partner, say they plan to 
shut down April 13 because of 
the homophobic slurs by a few 
locals. 

“We were asked if some¬ 
body was going to catch some¬ 
thing off of the plate because 
we had prepared the food on 
it,” said Claringbould, 35. 


There have been other 
incidents, too, said Claring¬ 
bould — although the major¬ 
ity of townspeople have been 
friendly. 

The council’s open letter 
expressed regret that the res¬ 
taurant would close. 


“We as a council, along 
with our CAO, met for lunch 
at Pots N Hands to show sup¬ 
port for this restaurant in our 
town,” says the letter. 

“In doing so, we made a 
public statement as a group 
that the people who represent 


Morris support our local busi¬ 
nesses regardless of race, be¬ 
lief, and/or sexual orientation. 

“This lunch occurred a 
week ago, and was certainly 
not the first time any of us had 
eaten there.” 

One resident, who asked 


not to be named, said she is 
disgusted by the prejudice. 

“There’s a couple of village- 
idiot rednecks, young fellas,” 
she said. “When they grow up 
they’ll understand how their vi¬ 
cious tongues can hurt people.”

Psychiatrist’s letter 
in fraud-case file

Luka Rocco Magnotta, ac¬ 
cused of killing and dismem¬ 
bering a Chinese student, was 
treated for paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia, newly revealed 
court documents show. 

But his doctor said he 
didn’t always take his medi¬ 
cation. 

A letter from Magnotta’s 
psychiatrist was attached to 
the court file of Magnotta’s 
2005 conviction for fraud in 
Toronto. 

It offers a glimpse into

the mind of the man now ac¬ 
cused in the gruesome slay¬ 
ing and dismemberment of 
33-year-old Jun Lin. 


Magnotta, 30, then known 
by his birth name, Eric New¬ 
man, suffered from paranoid 
schizophrenia since at least 
2000 and was hospitalized 
several times, Dr. Thuraisamy 
Sooriabalan wrote. 

“The treatment consists 
of taking antipsychotic medi¬ 
cations and attending (the) 
outpatient department for 
supportive psychotherapy 
and health education,” wrote 
the doctor based at the Rouge 
Valley Health System’s Cen- 
tenaiy site in Toronto. 

“Unfortunately Mr. New¬ 
man is not veiy regular in 
attending the outpatient de¬ 
partment and as a result he 
misses his medications.” 

The letter was written 
in May 2005. It was released 
Wednesday after media out¬ 
lets fought for it to be made

North Korea said troops

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Prison guard pulled teen’s hair, 
cursed at her, Smith inquest hears 



Testimony. Psych centre 
director who worked 
with teen recounts 
alleged prison abuse 


A deeply disturbed teenager 
was moved from a prison 
psychiatric facility weeks 
after complaining a super¬ 
vising guard had assaulted 
her, an inquest into her death 
heard Wednesday. 

In his evidence, Peter Guen¬ 
ther, former executive direc¬ 
tor of the Regional Psychiatric 
Centre in Saskatoon, said the 
incident involved a correc¬ 
tional supervisor, John Tarala, 
in March 2007. 

Tarala had intervened to 
stop Ashley Smith from tying 
ligatures around her neck. 

Guenther told the inquest 
he learned Smith complained 
she’d been assaulted by Tarala, 
claiming she was grabbed, 
lifted off the ground by her

hair and called the C-word. 
Smith also alleged Tarala had 
stepped on her head. 

“Regardless of how diffi¬ 
cult and challenging this of¬ 
fender’s behaviours are, the 
staff knew that there was 
nothing that justified an as¬ 
sault or the abuse that is al¬ 
leged.” 

In addition, the report 
notes a nurse who witnessed 
the incident said Tarala had 
ordered her to falsify her re¬ 
port. 

According to the memo, 


Tarala offered to resign but 
Guenther said he could not 
accept it. 

“I asked Mr. Tarala if he 
was offering his resignation 
because he had done some¬ 
thing wrong and he replied 
that he had been working 
long hours and probably did 
some things that he should 
not have done,” Guenther 
stated in his memo.

U.S. Embassy pulls 
Jon Stewart tweet 


Morsi mocked. 

The Daily Show host 
calls arrest of Egyptian 
satirist undemocratic 
and petty 


It seems The Daily Show and 
diplomacy don’t mix. 

The U.S. Embassy in Cairo 
temporarily shut down its 
Twitter feed on Wednesday 
and deleted a tweet linking 
to a video of The Daily Show, 
in which host Jon Stewart 
mocked Egyptian President 
Mohammed Morsi. 

The monologue about the 
arrest of an Egyptian satir¬ 
ist known as the Jon Stew¬ 
art of Egypt offended the 
Egyptian government and 
sparked an unusual diplo¬ 
matic incident. 

The embassy’s Twitter ac¬ 
count was deleted — and then 
restored minus the Stewart 
post — after Egyptian author¬ 
ities objected to a tweet that 



contained a link to Stewart’s 
Monday show in which he 
joked about the arrest of a 
high-profile satirist, Bassam 
Youssef, who has poked fun 
at Morsi, U.S. officials said. 

In the clip tweeted by the 
embassy, Stewart came to 
the defence of Youssef and 
criticized Morsi for his ar¬ 
rest and interrogation as be¬ 



ing undemocratic and petty. 
Youssef has been a guest on 
Stewart’s program. 

The Twitter development 
comes as tensions between 
Washington and Cairo have 
soared in recent days over con¬ 
cerns that the Egyptian gov¬ 
ernment is backsliding on the 
protection of human rights.

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Dozens killed in 
Argentina flooding 


Torrential rains. 

Some 2,500 people 
have been evacuated 
from their homes, 
while food supplies 
could be threatened 


At least 52 people died as 
flooding from days of tor¬ 
rential rains swamped Argen¬ 
tina’s low-lying capital and 
province of Buenos Aires. 

Nearly 50 people died 
Wednesday in and around 
the city of La Plata, Gov. Dan¬ 
iel Scioli said. Six deaths were 
reported a day earlier in the 
nation’s capital. Many people 
climbed onto their roofs in 
the pouring rain after storm 
sewers backed up. Water 
surged up through drains in 
their kitchen and bathroom 
floors, and then poured in 
over their windowsills. 


President Cristina Fernan¬ 
dez arrived by helicopter in 
Tolosa, a La Plata neighbour¬ 
hood where she grew up 
and where her mother was 
among those evacuated. She 
announced security measures 
to combat vandalism, help 
for identifying the dead, and 
three days of national mourn¬ 
ing for the victims. 

She was then was sur¬ 
rounded by neighbours. 
Some hugged and thanked 
her. Others complained angri¬ 
ly and shouted at her to “go 
away.” 

The heaviest rain — al¬ 
most 400 millimetres in just 
a few hours — hit provincial 
La Plata overnight. A day ear¬ 
lier, the capital of Buenos 
Aires was hit hardest. About 
100 more millimetres of rain 
were expected before the bad 
weather passes on Thursday, 
the national weather service 
said.

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Scientists find possible hint of dark matter 


Space. Discovery 
could help scientists 
understand the 
composition of the 
universe, galaxies 


A $2-billion cosmic ray detec¬ 
tor on the International Space 
Station has found a footprint 
of something that could be 


dark matter — the mysteri¬ 
ous substance that is believed 
to hold the cosmos together 
but has never been directly 
observed, scientists say. 

But the first results from 
the Alpha Magnetic Spec¬ 
trometer, known by its acro¬ 
nym AMS, are almost as enig¬ 
matic as dark matter itself. 

They show evidence of 
new physics phenomena that 
could be the strange and un¬ 


Contagious germs. 

Researchers charged in 
attempted smuggling 


Two former federal govern¬ 
ment scientists are facing 
charges after one of them 
was caught tiying to smuggle 
highly contagious bacteria 
out of the countiy. 

Klaus Nielsen and Wei Ling 
Yu, both former researchers 
with the Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency, are charged 
with breach of trust by a pub¬ 
lic officer in a scheme to com¬ 
mercialize agency property, 
the RCMP said in a statement. 


Nielsen was caught on his 
way to the Ottawa airport last 
October carrying 17 vials of 
what turned out to be live 
brucella bacteria that can in¬ 
fect livestock and humans. 

Police have not revealed 
the intended buyers of the ma¬ 
terial, or where Nielsen was 
allegedly attempting to trans¬ 
port it. Yu is still at large and a 
Canada-wide warrant has been 
issued for her arrest.

China. Early signs show 
new bird virus likely 
poses a silent threat 


Scientists taking a first look 
at the genetics of a bird-flu 
strain that has killed three 
people in China said Wed¬ 
nesday that the virus could 
be harder to track than its 
better-known cousin H5N1 
because it might be able to 
spread among poultiy with¬ 
out showing any signs. 

The scientists, at several 
research institutes around the 
world, urged Chinese veterin- 
aiy authorities to widely test 
animals and birds in affected 
regions to quickly detect and 


eliminate the H7N9 virus be¬ 
fore it becomes widespread. 

They said the virus is 
troubling because it can in¬ 
fect poultiy without produ¬ 
cing any symptoms, while 
seriously sickening humans. 

The virus, previously 
known to have infected only 
birds, appears to have mutat¬ 
ed, enabling it to more easily 
infect other animals, includ¬ 
ing pigs, which could serve 
as hosts and spread the virus 
more widely among humans, 
they said, the associated press

Company dismissed in Gulf oil-spill trial 


A U.S. federal judge in New Or¬ 
leans on Wednesday dismissed 
all remaining claims against 
the company that made a key 
safety device for the drilling 
rig that exploded in the Guff 
of Mexico in 2010, killing 11 
workers and leading to the na¬ 
tion’s worst offshore oil spill. 

U.S. District Judge Carl Bar- 
bier’s ruling means Houston- 
based Cameron International 
is no longer a defendant in the 
first phase of a trial designed 


to identify causes of BP’s well 
blowout and assign fault to the 
companies involved. 

Barbier said Cameron’s only 
role in the case was making 
and selling the blowout pre¬ 
venter on the Deepwater Hori¬ 
zon rig. 

“Frankly, I’ve heard no evi¬ 
dence during this trial or seen 
no evidence to support a find¬ 
ing of negligence against Cam¬ 
eron that could have in any 
way caused or contributed to 


the accident,” Barbier said, ac¬ 
cording to a transcript of Wed¬ 
nesday’s proceedings. 

BP PLC, rig owner Trans¬ 
ocean Ltd. and cement con¬ 
tractor Halliburton are the 
only remaining defendants at 
the trial, which started Feb. 25. 

Barbier said the evidence 
related to the blowout pre¬ 
venter’s role in the disaster 
has been directed at BP and 
Transocean, which owned the 
device.

Hyundai, Kia recalling

It’s no secret that Apple wants 
to get into the living room by 
making its own TV set, and 
there have been plenty of 
rumours and reports about 
how and when it’s going to 
happen. 

Now, an analyst says he’s 
learned that the set will go on 
sale late this year for $1,500 to 
$2,500 US. 

In a research note on Wed¬ 
nesday, Brian White of Topeka 
Capital Markets said the “iTV” 
will be 60 inches on the di¬ 
agonal but could also come 
in 50- and 55-inch versions. 
Apple will also release a small 
“iRing” that fits on the view¬ 
er’s finger, allowing the user 
to control the screen by point¬ 
ing, White says. 

In addition, the set will 
come with tablet-like “mini 
iTVs” with 9.7-inch screens, 
the same as the full-size iPad, 
White said. The iTV will be 
able to send video to the 
smaller screens wirelessly 
around the house. The con¬ 
cept is similar to the way in 
which cable and satellite TV

Brake-light switch 
problems. Owners and 
dealers will be notified

Korean automakers Hyundai 
and Kia are recalling almost 
1.7 million vehicles in the U.S. 
and Canada to fix problems 
with brake-light switches. 

The recall covers most of 
the automakers’ model line¬ 
ups from the 2007 through 
2011 model years. 

Hyundai Canada said about 
255,000 vehicles are being 
recalled in Canada for the 
problem, while Kia Canada 
said just over 106,000 of its 
vehicles are involved in the 
recall. 

According to the website 
of the U.S. National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, 
a faulty switch can stop the 
brake lights from illuminat¬ 


ing when drivers press on the 
pedal. 

Also, the cruise control 
may not turn off when a 
driver steps on the brake, 
push-to-start buttons may not 


work and a feature that stops 
the driver from shifting out 
of park without a foot on the 
brake may fail. 

“Failure to illuminate the 
stop lamps during braking 
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or inability to disengage the 
cruise control could increase 
the risk of a crash,” NHTSA 
said in the documents. 
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More Canadians tuning 
out of TV, report says 


The number of “tuned out” 
Canadians, those who don’t 
subscribe to conventional TV, 
has doubled in recent years and 
now represents eight per cent 
of the population, a new report 
suggests. 

Since 2007, a steady four per 
cent of Canadians surveyed by 
the Media Technology Monitor 
reported they were tuned out. 

Tuned-out Canadians either 
didn’t have a TV set, used it 
only to watch VHS, DVDs or 
Blu-rays, or streamed digital 
content rather than paying 
for cable. They tended to be 


younger, highly educated and 
major users of the Internet, 
MTM says. 

In the fall survey, about 49 
per cent were between 18 and 
34, and 51 per cent had a uni¬ 
versity education. Tuned-out 
Canadians spent 20 hours a 
week surfing the web com¬ 
pared to the 15.4 hours TV sub¬ 
scribers were online. 

MTM notes the numbers of 
tuned-out Canadians started to 
rise in 2011, after those who 
were receiving analog over-the- 
air signals for free were forced 
to transition to a digital signal 


or lose access to the limited 
number of channels they were 
picking up by antenna. 

According to MTM, many 
decided they were fine without 
TV, as the number of tuned-out 
Canadians nearly doubled to 
seven per cent of the popula¬ 
tion. 

In 2012, the number of 
tuned-out Canadians rose an¬ 
other percentage point, which 
MTM attributed to the growing 
availability of video content to 
stream online via TV network 
websites and services such as

“The coolest thing about our 
ensemble is they pitch the 
ideas for the festival,” says 
Amy Shostalc, artistic direc¬ 
tor for Rapid Fire Theatre, on 


how the concept of the Bon¬ 
fire Festival came together in 
the first place. 

This year marks the com¬ 
pany’s second crack at the 
festival, named for gathering 
performers together to enter¬ 
tain the masses. 

Shostalc has the daunting 
task of determining which 
ideas make the final cut. “I 
really wanted to give the 
audience variety, so the col¬ 
laboration from the artists is 
great. But, it’s my job to fig¬ 
ure out which ideas will be 
most interesting for the audi¬ 
ence and who to cast.” 

Performance highlights 
for this year include: Rapid 
Fire Theatre News, an im¬ 
provised newscast where 


members of the audience can 
bring in headlines to give to 
the actors (hello Anchorman); 
an electro acoustic set with 
local musicians; and a long¬ 
distance relationship skit 
featuring a live Slcype “date” 
with improvisers from Win¬ 
nipeg’s Outside Joke theatre. 

Known for their annual 
Improvaganza Festival, which 
features some of the best im¬ 
provisers across North Amer¬ 
ica, Shostalc and her team 
wanted a way to feature their 
in-house talent. 

“We thought it would be 
great if we could give those 
actors with two or three years 
of experience more stage 
time with our senior per¬ 
formers,” says Shostalc. 


“We meet once or twice 
before the show to explore the 
genre, but all the content is 
improvised on opening night.” 

It’s a light-hearted approach 
to keeping everyone fresh and 
on their toes throughout the 
performance season. 

“Part of the challenge with 
Bonfire for our actors is that 
the structure is so different 
from our weekly perform¬ 
ances, but last year went really 
well so I am looking forward 
to showing the audience what 
we have lined up this time.” 

While the cast and crew 
make their final prepara¬ 
tions, audience members can 
purchase festival passes in 
advance through Tix on the 
Square for $30.

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Ryan Tedder pushes 
producer pride aside 




Bad Religion finds 
their True North 


OneRepublic. Band’s 
frontman talks about 
the stress of handing 
over some of 
the creative reins 
on latest album 


Ryan Tedder has been the 
mastermind behind hits for 
Adele, Beyonce and Leona 
Lewis, but on his band’s 
new album, the Grammy 
winner gets help from other 
hit-makers. 

Tedder’s name is all over 
the credits on Native, OneR¬ 
epublic’s third album, re¬ 
leased last Tuesday. 

But other players helped 
shape the band’s latest 
sound, including Benny 
Blanco, who co-produced 
hits like Maroon 5’s Moves 
Like Jagger and Katy Perry’s 
Teenage Dream, and Jeff 
Bhaslcer, who produced 
fun.’s Grammy-winning 
breakthrough album, Some 
Nights. 

“I was very clear with 
them,” said Tedder, who 
added that taking a back 
seat to other producers was 
both “scary and exciting.” 

“I was like, ‘We’re not 
Maroon 5. We’re not fun.’” 

OneRepublic’s lead sin¬ 
gle, If I Lose Myself, was 
co-produced by Blanco, and 
Bhaslcer adds his drum- 
filled sound to Can’t Stop. 
The album also features 


producer Philippe Zdar, 
best known for his work 
with French critical dar¬ 
lings Phoenix. 

In an interview, Tedder, 
33, talked about collaborat¬ 
ing with other artists, the 
state of rock music on Top 
40 radio and Native, which 
OneRepublic recorded in 
Greece, Paris, London, New 
York, Seattle, Vancouver, 
Canada and Colorado. 

You’ve produced for many 
acts. What was it like hav¬ 
ing others come into your 
musical space? 

I happened to work with 
Benny and Bhaslcer in the 
middle of, probably the 
both of them, the greatest 
run of hits in their lives. ... 


I don’t want the one time 
I go outside my box and 
collaborate with somebody 
to be the song that doesn’t 
work. You’re always, like, 
slightly terrified. ... No of¬ 
fence to them, but I didn’t 
want their palate or their 
sound to then define us. 

So how did you work 
everything out? 

The one Bhaslcer did and 
one of the two Benny did, 

I knew fundamentally I’m 
not the guy to do this. I’m 
not the right producer to 
do this record. I’m not get¬ 
ting it right.

Bad Religion’s 16th album, True 
North, is being heralded as a re¬ 
turn to form, harkening back 
to their style from the late ’80s. 
But guitarist Brian Baker says 
that’s just a “happy accident.” 


“There’s never any con¬ 
ception, any preconceived idea, 
about what a Bad Religion re¬ 
cord is going to be,” he says. 
“The lyrical aggression on this 
record is what begat the tem¬ 
pos of the short songs.” 

For 33 years, the band has 
weathered lineup changes, hia¬ 
tuses, major labels and main¬ 
stream recognition. They have 
forged a sound that builds upon 
hard-core punk while adding 
doses of pop, heavy metal and 
psychedelia to their insightful 
and socially-conscious lyrics. 

Baker attributes the band’s 
longevity to the adventurous 
songwriting of Brett Gurewitz 
and Greg Graffin. “This has 
never been a band to sort of 


lay back and try to sell some T- 
shirts,” he says. 

Baker says the fans are also 
a large part of the equation. 
“When you have a band with 
our history, it’s nice to be able 
to play new See Again Without 
Glasses! stuff and have it still be 
relevant to the audience,” he 
says, “instead of them pacing 
themselves, waiting to hear No 
Control.” 

But even if it weren’t for the 
fans, the 48-year-old Baker in¬ 
sists he’d still be doing what he 
does. “Playing guitar has exact¬ 
ly the same physical rush and 
emotional intensity it did when 
I was 15 years old,” he says. “It’s 
something I would do if no one 
came to watch.”

Jane Levy wants to make one 
thing clear: “I’m not a horror 
fan,” she says. Well, for a non¬ 
fan she’s picked a doozy of a 
horror film to be in: Evil Dead, 
Fede Alvarez’s remake of Sam 
Raimi’s cult classic debut. In 
this update, we still have five 
kids going to a cabin in the 


woods and inadvertently un¬ 
leashing a demonic spirit after 
reading from an evil, enchant¬ 
ed book. Only this time, instead 
of being on Spring Break the 
co-eds are out in the woods to 
help Levy’s Mia withdraw from 
heroin. Thanks to updates in 
both practical and digital ef¬ 
fects, the new film reaches a 
gruesomeness level that’s truly 
attention-grabbing. 

Have you been finding this 
movie easy to talk about in 
interviews? 

What’s good is we’re all 
excited about it actually, and 
I think we’re all really proud 
of it. So it’s nice to talk about 
stuff that you’re proud of. It’s 
so painful when both (the actor 


and the interviewer) are like, 
“We know it sucks, so why are 
we here?” 

It’s nice to see a horror movie 
handle the credibility ques¬ 
tions of plot so well, like why 
these kids would go to this 
creepy remote cabin in the 
woods in the first place. 

Yeah, I don’t know if I would 
... I was going to say if I was 
going to withdraw from 
heroin I don’t know if I’d go 
to the middle of the forest, 
but some people would! I like 
that theme because it also 
becomes a metaphor for the 
whole story, and also because 
it makes for good drama.

Carrey takes aim at gun lobby 



Controversy. Star 
criticized for Charlton 
Heston parody 


Jim Carrey has spoken out 
again in favour of gun con¬ 
trol, even as he says that crit¬ 
ics have heaped hatred upon 
him and his family. 

The 51-year-old comic ac¬ 
tor, born and raised near To¬ 
ronto, has written a new op¬ 
ed for the Huffington Post in 
which he urges further gun 
control measures and takes 
aim at critics who have at¬ 
tacked him for his position. 

Carrey found controversy 
last week after issuing a 
Funny or Die video satirizing 


the gun lobby with an un¬ 
flattering impression of late 
actor and former National 
Rifle Association president 
Charlton Heston. In the clip, 
he trilled a song called Cold 
Dead Hand. Meanwhile, he 
posted combative messages 


about the gun lobby’s resist¬ 
ance to regulation on Twitter. 

In his op-ed, he argues 
that recent mass shootings 
should be “an invitation for 
us to become more civilized 
and deal with our addiction 
and entitlement to violence.” 


Carrey says he is not ask¬ 
ing any Americans to surren¬ 
der their right to bear arms, 
but is concerned about the 
“type of arms” and the “easy 
access” to the weapons. “I dis¬ 
agree wholeheartedly with 
those who say that there are 
just too many guns out there 
to control and that more gun 
laws won’t make a differ¬ 
ence,” he writes. 

“Change must start some¬ 
place. I’m pretty sure that 
no worthwhile endeavor has 
ever been accomplished with¬ 
out a beginning and reducing 
gun violence in America is a 
worthwhile endeavor.” 

Carrey added he was 
“aghast” at the hatred that 
had been spewed toward 
him, his family and those 
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who work with him, part of 
what he views as an effort to 
“brutally intimidate anyone 
who speaks of a compassion¬ 
ate compromise.” 

The loose-limbed funny¬ 
man went on address threats 
he’s apparently received 
about the “demise of (his) act¬ 
ing career and much worse.” 

“I say SO BE IT! How 
shallow do they think I am? 


I would trade my money, 
my fame, my reputation 
and legacy if there were 
the slightest chance of pre¬ 
venting the anguish of an¬ 
other Columbine, Virginia 
Tech, Aurora, or Sandy 
Hook Elementary School. I 
ask you, truly, what man¬ 
ner of human being would 
not?”

Be your own weekend war¬ 
rior and get started on your 
dream backsplash for your 
kitchen. 

An easy fix to dull kitch¬ 
ens, baclcsplashes add a 
design element along with 
adding depth and colour. 
Kitchens tend to look the 
same in every home, so this 
is your chance to stand out. 

Since host Alison Vic¬ 
toria of Kitchen Crashers 
can’t take over for you this 
weekend, here are some 
tips to do it yourself. 

Prepare the wall 

Remove all switch plates 
and outlet covers. Sand the 
wall lightly, then wipe off 
the dust with a damp towel. 

Mark the wall measure¬ 
ments and where you want 
your centre focus to be. 

Dry lay out the design on 
your floor within the meas¬ 


urements to make sure it 
fits. 

Apply Tiles 

Using mastic, which is the 
adhesive that holds the tiles 
into place, scoop it out with 
the edge of your v-notched 
trowel and use a sweeping 
motion, applying enough 
for an area of eight tiles. 

Apply bottom up from 
the base of the counter 
top. Leave enough space 
between the tile and the 
counter edge for a bead of 
caulking that takes place at 
the end. Work out in both 
directions. 

If the mastic dries too 
fast before you apply tiles 
on top, scrape it off and 
apply a new layer. Don’t 
be afraid to use materials 
other than tiles — small 
glass stones, old broken 
china and even pennies are 
fun options. 

Trim the tiles 

Some tiles won’t fit perfect¬ 
ly to the edges and nooks 
your kitchen cupboards 
create. Mark where the cut 
needs to be made and do so 


using a wet saw. If you are 
inexperienced you can go 
to a hardware store to get 
them cut for you. 

Fill with grout 

Let the mastic and tile ap¬ 
plication dry overnight. 

The next day mix and 
apply your unsanded tile 
grout according to the box 
directions. Pack the grout 
deep in between the tiles 
but not between the tile 
and the countertops. 

Clean and caulk 

After applying grout to the 
entire backsplash, wipe the 
surface clean with water 
and a towel. 

Let the grout dry for 30 
to 45 minutes. Once the 
grout dries, take a dry tow¬ 
el to clean and shine tiles. 
Apply caulking the same 
colour as the grout between 
tiles, and open spaces from 
the counter and cupboards 
to the tile; smooth down 
with a wet finger.

Wrapping up a burst of flavours 


“If you make extras to take 
for lunch the next day,” writes

5 . Place roll along centre of 


second piece of rice paper, 
folding end edges in first and 
then roll in remaining sides.

Oilers keep talent 
intact, pick up vet 



Trade deadline. Quiet 
Wednesday a loud 
vote of confidence in 
young squad 


With Edmonton riding a win 
streak that has them back 
in playoff contention, Oilers 
general manager Steve Tam- 
bellini went into Wednes¬ 
day’s trade deadline looking 
more to send the right mes¬ 
sage than to make any moves. 

He did make one deal, 
though, obtaining veteran 
forward Jerred Smithson 
from the Florida Panthers 
for a fourth-round draft pick 
— a move he sees as giving 
the Oilers some desperately 
needed help in the faceoff 
circle. 

But he said after the dead¬ 
line passed that trading any 
of the Oilers’ core players 
would have sent the wrong 
message at the wrong time. 

“The last thing I wanted to 
do was take away something 
where they thought maybe 
they didn’t have as good a 
chance to win as they did the 
day before,” said Tambellini. 

“Yes, there were a lot of 
different scenarios where 
I could have moved people 
for mid-round picks, maybe 
a little higher in a couple 
of circumstances, but that 
wasn’t my goal coming into 


this deadline. 

“It was to find somehow 
to not take away from the 
depth of our dressing room, 
or the people we have asked 
to compete so hard to get to 
this spot, to show them we 
trust this group. That was an 
important message in itself.” 

One of the players often 


mentioned in trade talks was 
veteran defenceman Ryan 
Whitney, who was benched 
a couple of times earlier this 
season. But he’s been a strong 
performer in recent games, 
which influenced Tambellini 
to keep him. 

“Two things,” Tambel- 
lini said. “One, the fact that 
he’s playing well. Two, his 
ability to move the puck is 
something we desperately 
need. We have skilled for¬ 
wards who demand the puck 
at the right time. I didn’t see 
anywhere in the day where I 
thought I could replace that 


type of puck-moving D. That 
would be a real takeaway 
that would have affected our 
hockey club.” 

Tambellini said he had 
some significant discussions 
with various teams but noth¬ 
ing that involved moving any 
of the Oilers’ core players. 
Partly, he said, because he’s 
in a mindset of adding to the 
group without losing any of 
the young, skilled players. 

Adding Smithson fits that 
scenario and both he and 
coach Ralph Krueger see him 
as a significant addition.

The Oilers made an addi¬ 
tion during this year’s largely 
underwhelming trade-dead- 
line day, but couldn’t make a 
subtraction. With the dust set¬ 
tled, defenceman Ryan Whit¬ 
ney is still with Edmonton, 
even if his role with the team 
is largely ornamental. 

The suddenly surging Cop¬ 
per and Blue did pick up centre 
Jerred Smithson from the flail¬ 
ing Florida Panthers and, with 
a playoff spot now in sight, the 
utility player will have a posi¬ 
tive impact. Smithson brings 
faceoff acumen, grit and re¬ 
sponsibility to a forward corps 
better known for offensive 
flash. This will be particularly 
useful down the stretch when 
a defensive-zone faceoff can 
mean the difference between 
two points, no points, or, as 


has often been the case in re¬ 
cent years, depriving a rival of 
a point if the game is pushed 
into overtime or a shootout. 
Since the Oilers didn’t surren¬ 
der anything from their roster 
in return, it’s a pretty straight¬ 
ahead win for the squad. 

Would it have been nice to 
get something in return for 


jettisoning Whitney? Sure, 
but the silver lining is that 
he is at least depth for the 
Oilers should the team make 
the playoffs. At this point it’s 
hard to imagine Edmonton 
doing any sort of damage in 
the post-season, especially if 
Chicago is the first-round op¬ 
ponent, but like I said — silver 


lining. Whitney’s not hurting 
the team right now. 

There was brief chatter be¬ 
fore the deadline that Nikolai 
Khabibulin would be moved 
to Toronto, a team that flirted 
with fellow Northwestern 
keepers Roberto Luongo and 
Miilcka Kiprusoff. This actually 
would have been an excellent 
opportunity for the Oilers if 
they had managed to finagle 
Maple Leafs backup Ben Scriv- 
ens in return, but that prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have happened 
unless Edmonton tossed in a 
couple of picks. Back in the 
land of reality, Devan Dub- 
nylc is the horse Edmonton 
will continue to ride (Scrivens 
would have been a backup 
with platoon potential) and 
with the post-season a possi¬ 
bility, it will be fun to see how 
the Oilers play now that the 
deadline is behind them. 

This team is still built for 
the present and near future, 
so let’s see what they can do in 
the next dozen games.
